Tributes paid to the 'greatest trainer 
of all time': Sir Henry Cecil, 
who died yesterday aged 70 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to the man described as the 
“greatest trainer of all time”. 

Sir Henry Cecil died yester¬ 
day morning after a long battle 
with stomach cancer. 

The 70-year-old, who was 
knighted in the Queen’s Birth¬ 
day Honours List in 2011, con¬ 
tinued to work right up until 
the last few weeks of his life. 

A statement released yes¬ 
terday from his yard, Warren 
Place, in Newmarket, said: “It 
is with great sadness that War¬ 
ren Place Stables confirms the 
passing of Sir Henry Cecil ear¬ 
lier this morning.” 

The trainer had been under¬ 
going treatment at the Nuffield 
Hospital, in Cambridge, for 
stomach cancer which he had 
been fighting since 2006. 

People from all walks of life 
have paid tribute to the 10- 
time champion trainer, whose 
stunning career included win¬ 
ning 25 British Classics and his 
unbeaten run with the iconic 
racehorse Frankel. 

Luca Cumani, of Bedford 
House Stables, in Newmarket, 
said many trainers looked up 
to Cecil and said it was “a very 
sad day”. 

Italian-born Cumani moved 
to the town in the 1970s to work 
as assistant trainer to Cecil and 
has been in Newmarket ever 
since. 

Cumani said: “It is a very, very 
sad day but I think it is great 
he fought for so long against 
this vicious disease. I am glad 
he managed to hold on to see 
Frankel. 

“He has been the greatest 
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trainer of all time throughout 
his years in the industry and we 
have all looked up to him.” 

Champion flat trainer Sir 
Michael Stoute said: “I do not 
believe this country has ever 
produced a better trainer than 
Henry. I know there has never 
been one so loved. And then 
there was his toughness and 
courage which had to be seen 
to be believed as he continued 
to supervise the training of his 
horses. Some man.” 

Sir Henry was born in 1943 in 
Aberdeen just two weeks after 
his father, Henry Cecil, the 3rd 
Lord Amherst of Hackney, was 
killed in battle in North Africa. 

His mother Rohays Cecil later 
married Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, a 
champion flat trainer at Free¬ 
masons Lodge yard in New¬ 
market, where Henry Cecil 
worked as an assistant trainer 
in later years. 

As a teenager he rode out for 
his stepfather and when they 
left school, he and his twin 
brother David worked at Lord 
Derby’s Woodland Stud. 

He married fulie Murless in 
1966, the daughter of celebrat¬ 
ed trainer Sir Noel Murless, 
whose yard at Warren Place he 
later bought. 

The couple divorced in 1990 
after having two children and 
he went on to marry again 
twice, to Natalie Payne in 1992 
and his former secretary fane 
McKeown in 2008. 

Sir Henry’s death comes just 
days before Royal Ascot where 
he had a record 75 successes. 


William Gittus, managing di¬ 
rector of The fockey Club, said: 
“It is difficult to imagine what 
Warren Hill will be like without 
his familiar form. His contribu¬ 
tion to racing and to the town is 
hard to quantify but it is prob¬ 
ably best measured by how the 
public took to such a fantastic 
trainer and such a fantastic 
horse in Frankel.” 

Newmarket’s deputy mayor 
Cllr Rachel Hood, said: “He was 
an exemplary trainer whose 
record speaks for itself, a lover 
of roses and a stylish and kind 
man. 

“In spite of his many record 
breaking horses, Frankel must 
have been the zenith of a bril¬ 
liant career. Our thoughts are 
with his wife and family and 
many friends. Newmarket and 
the racing industry will miss 
him greatly.” 

Condolences were sent 
from Newmarket Racecourses, 
where Sir Henry had nine win¬ 
ners at The Guineas. 

A statement read: “He was a 
much-loved gentleman of our 
sport and his winners were al¬ 
ways hugely well received at 
both the Rowley Mile and the 
luly Course. We, like so many 
others, will miss him very 
much.” 

Sir Henry Cecil is survived 
by his wife fane and his three 
children, Noel and Katie from 
his first marriage, and son fake 
from his second marriage.

PEOPLE on the streets of Newmar¬ 
ket shared extraordinary anecdotes 
about a “unique” man who touched 
the hearts of the town. 

Stable groom Pat Walsh, 48, of All 
Saints Road, said: “A lot of people 
will be sad about his passing. He 
was a great trainer and he helped a 
lot of people out along the way. 

“I would say he was unique in this 
town. I have never worked for him 
but you have to admire what he has 
achieved. That Frankel - he was a 
great horse but Cecil was the man 
for the job. He made him into the 


best horse he could be.” 

Taxi driver Dave Gammon, 63, of 
Elliott Close, said: “He was a great 
trainer and well liked across the rac¬ 
ing community. I used to see him in 
the town back when he was well and 
he always seemed friendly.” 

Sarah Himsworth, of Balsham, 
said she met Sir Henry at Adden- 
brooke’s, where he was having treat¬ 
ment, while accompanying a friend. 

She said: “He was a very friendly 
and generous man. He used to 
come and talk to us every time. He 
was always concerned for others de¬ 


spite all of the trouble he was going 
through.” 

Adrian Beaumont, 51, who works 
for the International Racing Bureau, 
based in the High Street, said he had 
known Sir Henry for 30 years. 

He said: “It is a tragic day for the 
community and for racing. I looked 
after his foreign horses and I have 
spent a lot of time with him. 

“Ascot will not be the same with¬ 
out him. He was an inspirational 
trainer and a lovely person.” 

Linda Mcgonaghle, of Newmar¬ 
ket, said: “My husband worked for 


him for about 10 years in the 1970s 
as a stable lad. He brought a lot to 
the town. I think everybody knew 
him.” 

Natalie Hawkins, 40, who lives on 
site at Tattersalls, said: “I used to see 
him come to the sales at Tattersalls 
sometimes. 

“He was one of the older trainers 
who always had the best horses and 
are more well known than the newer 
ones.” 

Beryl Clark, 71, of Soham, said: “It 
is so sad. He was a lovely man and 
I thought he was a brilliant trainer.”

THE renaissance of 
Sir Henry Cecil’s ca¬ 
reer came at Epsom 
on fune 1, 2007, and 
I was one of the lucky 
ones to be there. 

Having covered 
some major sporting 
events for the News, I 
can honestly say that 
Light Shift’s win in 
the Oaks stands out as 
one of the most mem¬ 
orable. 

By that point, the 
highs of the 80s and 
90s seemed like a 
distant memory for 
the master of Warren 
Place. 

His stable of 200 
horses had shrunk 
to barely 50, and be¬ 
tween July 2000 and 
October 2006, he 
failed to train a British 
Group One winner. 

Cecil had also en¬ 
dured personal prob¬ 
lems, which included

undergoing treatment 
for stomach cancer. 

But on the Downs 
on that afternoon in 
2007, there was so 
much raw emotion for 
Cecil, after his years 
in the wilderness, as 
Light Shift beat Peep¬ 
ing Fawn by half-a- 
length to claim the 
trainer’s record-equal- 
ling eighth Oaks. 

When Cecil re¬ 


turned to the winners’ 
enclosure it was a wel¬ 
come that can seldom 
have been matched in 
any sporting arena, 
sending shivers down 
the spine. 

Everyone was cran¬ 
ing to see the man of 
the moment and it 
was difficult to imag¬ 
ine that a racecourse 
had heard such a 
rousing reception be¬ 
fore. 

It is my overrid¬ 
ing memory of Cecil, 
despite all the subse¬ 
quent success that he 
savoured with Mid¬ 
day, Twice Over and 
the brilliant Frankel. 

On that late af¬ 
ternoon on Epsom 
Downs, Cecil was left 
in no doubt of the af¬ 
fection and esteem in 
which he was held 
in the racing public’s 
hearts.

She returned to 
Houldsworth Valley to 
become headteacher be¬ 
fore she retired 15 years 
ago. 

Her husband Geof¬ 
frey, who is Newmarket’s 
Mayor, said she loved 
working with children 
and was adored by all her 
students. 
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He said: “That was a 
huge part of her life. She 
was very fond of the chil¬ 
dren.” 

The couple married in 
1967 in Exning, and have 
lived in the area for the 
last 46 years. 

He said: “She was a very 
bubbly person really. A 
very kind and happy-go- 
lucky lady.” 

Their son Tom said: 
“She loved children and 
she spent her life in pri¬ 
mary schools. She has 
two grandchildren who I 
am very glad she was able 
to meet.” 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere, 
who was a governor at 
Houldsworth Valley, de¬ 
scribed her as “a wonder¬ 
ful lady”. 

She said: “We were 
both church people and 
tried to do our best for 


the children and for the 
community. This is what 
she did best. She was a 
wonderful lady and a 
clever lady.” 

Rev Max Osborne, of 
All Saints Church, said: 
“Dorothy was much ap¬ 
preciated for her gener¬ 
ous quality of mind and 
the way in which she was 
able to inspire and en¬ 
gage with the people she 
met in the church and in 
the wider community. 

“She clearly loved New¬ 
market and clearly peo¬ 
ple in Newmarket loved 
her.”

A COLLEGE will break from the 
local authority after governors 
voted unanimously for it to be¬ 
come an academy 
Mildenhall College governors 
voted unanimously to become 
Mildenhall College Academy 
as early as next month after a 
successful consultation period 
which began on March 18. 

No objections were raised by 
parents to the project, which 
will be sponsored by the Acad¬ 
emy Transformation Trust. 

The survey found 70 per cent 
of respondents were in support 
of the proposal while 30 per 
cent said they were unsure. 

Headteacher Susan Byles 
said: “This is great news for the 
college and we are looking for¬ 
ward to this exciting phase in 
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our development. 

“Mildenhall College Academy 
will strive for high standards, 
aiming to provide an excellent 
education for students of all 
abilities.” 

As an academy, Mildenhall 
College will still receive funding 
from the local authority but it 
will have the freedom to decide 
how to spend it. 

Academies also have greater 
control over the length of the 
school day and the school cur-

riculum. 

Ms Byles said: “As a school, 
we are constantly looking for 
new ways to improve and we 
feel that by working with our 
sponsor, the Academy Transfor¬ 
mation Trust, we will have the 
backing of an experienced edu¬ 
cational provider to help us on 
our journey.” 

Mildenhall College will also 
pursue plans for a sixth form 
centre by 2014 which will pro¬ 
vide further education opportu¬ 
nities for people in the area. 

The school site is under con¬ 
sideration as part of the Milden¬ 
hall Hub project, which seeks to 
amalgamate a number of coun¬ 
cil owned buildings such as the 
library and the leisure centre 
onto one site.

Juddmonte Farms 
operation, uncluding 
Banstead Manor Stud, 
in Cheveley, where 
Frankel lives. 

The extent of the 
cutbacks will not be 
known for some time 
but Juddmonte has 


denied that Frankel will 
be up for sale. 

Douglas Erskine- 
Crum, chief executive 
at Juddmonte Farms, 
said: "His Highness is 
going to make some 
disposals this year. 

"It is very early days 


and it is a process 
that may take many 
months, and the name 
Frankel has not been 
mentioned here." 

Frankel was unbeaten 
in 14 races before 
being sent to stud last 
year.

Mobility 
transport 
on offer 

WHEELCHAIR users and 
people with mobility 
problems are reminded 
to take advantage of a 
community transport 
system. 

The Voluntary Network, 
a community organisa¬ 
tion which is based in 
All Saints Road, New¬ 
market, runs a Wheels 
within Wheels service 
which helps those with 
impaired mobility across 
the district. But the team 
is worried there are peo¬ 
ple who could benefit 
from the service who are 
not being reached. 

Caroline Cowie, man¬ 
ager at the Voluntary Net¬ 
work, said: “This service 
can be a lifeline for many 
people within our com¬ 
munity allowing them to 
carry out routine tasks 
which most of us take for 
granted. 

“The service is well 
used, but we do have 
further capacity so we 
encourage people within 
our community to con¬ 
tact us if they are strug¬ 
gling to find access to 
much-needed transport.” 

She added: “This ser¬ 
vice is very flexible and 
can meet multiple needs, 
for example we can help a 
wheelchair user and able 
bodied family members 
to go shopping together 
or we could collect an 
elderly passenger from a 
rural area where there is 
no other public transport 
and bring them into a 
town centre.” 

The Voluntary Network 
also offers Dial-a-Ride 
services and a communi¬ 
ty car scheme where vol¬ 
unteers provide their own 
cars for those who are not 
able to do so.

PI in the sky thinking was en¬ 
couraged amongst students 
charged with creating their 
own computer programme. 

Eben Upton, inventor of 
the Raspbery Pi computer, 
launched die ‘Raspberry 
Challenge’ with the Newmar¬ 
ket and District Chamber of 
Commerce, where pupils 
create their own computer 
programme using the credit 
card-sized computer. 

Sponsors of the competi¬ 
tion Whiting and Partners 
and Cubiqdesign bought two 
of the credit card-sized com- 
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puters for students at New¬ 
market College and Milden- 
hall College to use. 

Mr Upton said: “There is a 
catastrophic decline in num¬ 
bers of computer scientists 
and engineers. 

“We’re in enormous trou¬ 
ble in this country with our 
skills base - there is a relent¬ 
less demand for STEM skills 
but an implosion on the sup- 
ply.” 

He added: “There are 


schools teaching engineer¬ 
ing and computer program¬ 
ming but they are in the mi¬ 
nority.” 

People growing up in the 
1980s and 1990s were able to 
learn basic programming us¬ 
ing consoles such ZX Spec- 
trums or Commodore 64s 
but modern consoles like the 
Playstation 3 are non-pro¬ 
grammable, he said. 

Newmarket College Year 
13 student Lee Morfey 
said: “Eben was inspiring 
and made me want to pro¬ 
gramme - even creating a 


simple game would be above 
what most people my age 
can do. Unlike Facebook 
or Twitter, the Raspberry 
Pi means you’re using your 
time productively and doing 
something useful.” 

The winner will be chosen 
in October half term and the 
creator awarded a prize. 

The Raspberry Pi was 
launched last year by Mr 
Upton and his colleagues at 
Cambridge University Com¬ 
puter Laboratory to get chil¬ 
dren interested in program¬ 
ming.

John Barker 
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Teacher 
avoids ban 
for images 
of children 


A SUPPLY teacher who was cau¬ 
tioned for possession of cartoons 
of children being abused has 
avoided a ban on teaching. 

Tony Smith, 27, a former sup¬ 
ply teacher at Beck Row Primary 
School was found to have 2,599 
indecent images of children after 
police seized computers from his 
home in May 2011. 

Of those, 704 images were put 
forward for the charge as some 
were duplicates. The images were 
fapanese-style cartoons which 
showed children aged be¬ 
tween two and 11-years- 
old being sexually abused. 

The National College 
for Teaching and Lead¬ 
ership professional con¬ 
duct panel decided not 
to ban Smith from teach¬ 
ing after finding his con¬ 
duct was at “the very low¬ 
est end of the spectrum of 
serious behaviour of this kind.” 

In August 2011 he was cautioned 
by the police but no further action 
was taken and he was not placed 
on the sex offenders register. Smith 
admitted possession of the images 
and that this was “unacceptable 
professional conduct”. 

A report by the independent 
panel said Smith had stated to po¬ 
lice when he was arrested that the 
images were collected for “their ar¬ 
tistic value and not for sexual grati-

fication.” 

It said: “He stated that he did not 
realise they were illegal. He did, 
however, understand that the im¬ 
ages were sexual.” 

The panel decided not to ban 
Smith from teaching as the activity 
took place outside of school there¬ 
fore it did not amount to unprofes¬ 
sional conduct. There was also no 
criminal charge. 

Smith had no training as a 
teacher which the panel 
said meant he was not 
aware of the high stand¬ 
ards of behaviour he 
should exhibit. 

It said: “Mr Smith ex¬ 
plains that the images 
were downloaded as part 
of a much larger collection 
of cartoons and represent¬ 
ed but a small part of that 
collection.” 

Smith said in mitigation: “I have 
done my best to be a good role 
model for the people I work with. 

“Parents have repeatedly told 
me that their children enjoy 
working with me more than any 
other teacher they have had, and 
that they themselves have seen a 
change in their child’s attitude to 
education.” 

Beck Row Primary School was 
unavailable for comment.

Coach firm hit 


with penalty 


A COACH hire company has 
been penalised after one of its 
employees drove pupils on a 
school bus without a valid driv¬ 
ing licence. 

Jan’s Coaches, was taken to 
a public inquiry after one of its 
staff, David Badcock, was caught 
driving an 80-seater coach of 
students to Bottisham Village 
College without the correct li¬ 
cence. 

The coach driving section of 
Mr Badcock’s licence had ex¬ 
pired in 2011 and further checks 
revealed his licence had been 
revoked in 2007 by the Driver 
and Vehicle Licensing Agency 
(DVLA). 

The discoveries were made 
during a random Vehicle and 
Operator Services Agency 
(VOSA) check which took place 
at Bottisham Village College in 
June 2012. 

Mr Badcock appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court last 
September where magistrates 
endorsed his licence with six 
penalty points. Mr Badcock was 
also fined £250. 

Jan’s Coaches’ main opera¬ 
tor, Stuart Edwards, also had six

points put on his licence and 
was fined £365. 

Four months after the VOSA 
check, a vehicle examiner paid 
a visit to the firm, based at 
Townsend, in Soham, and re¬ 
ported that standards were not 
up to scratch. 

He identified a number of 
shortcomings, including that 
vehicles had been issued with 
prohibitions for me¬ 
chanical defects, one 
of which was for a 
tyre worn beyond 
the legal limit. 

It was also 
noted the annual 
test failure rate 
was higher than 
the national aver¬ 
age. 

As a result, Richard 
Turfitt, the East of England 
Traffic Commissioner, has or¬ 
dered that the firm, which is run 
by Mr Edwards, Roland Edwards 
and Janet Edwards, now carries 
out spot checks on drivers every 
week to ensure they are record¬ 


ing defect checks correctly. 

The firm has also pledged to 
carry out a full internal audit 
eight times a year. 

A spokesman for Jan’s Coaches 
said the licence issue arose by 
mistake after the driver moved 
house and failed to notify the 
DVLA. 

The spokesman said: “He was 
profoundly sorry for what hap¬ 
pened and robust measures are 
in place to prevent this sort of 
thing happening in the fu¬ 
ture. 

He added: “Having 
operated for many 
years we were 
sorry to be called 
to a public in¬ 
quiry because we 
take huge pride 
in looking after 
our passengers. 
“We have done 
everything possible to 
learn from the experience and 
we are stronger for it.” 

The traffic commissioner also 
restricted Jan’s Coaches to run¬ 
ning just three vehicles up until 
Saturday as a result of the hear¬ 
ing.

The United States Air Force 
(USAF) 352nd Special Opera¬ 
tions Group at RAF Mildenhall 
will receive 10 CV-22 Osprey tilt- 
rotor aircraft and 12MC-130I 
Commando II fixed-wing air¬ 
craft. More than 900 USAF ser¬ 
vice personnel and their fami¬ 
lies are expected to move to the 
area along with the aircraft. 

The expansion comes just two 
months after fears about the 
base’s commitment to the area

Video answers questions 
on fire station merger

QUESTIONS raised during a con¬ 
sultation over the merger of two 
rural fire stations have been an¬ 
swered in a short YouTube video. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service (CFRS) has created a 
video to respond to some of the 
comments submitted by the pub¬ 
lic over the contentious decision to 
merge Burwell and Swaffham Bul¬ 
beck fire stations. 

Chris Strickland, deputy chief 
fire officer at CFRS, outlines in the 
video some of the reasons behind 
the planned combination of the 
two stations which the fire service 
said will lead to an improved ser¬ 
vice across the area. 

Mr Strickland said: “More than 
100 responses have already been 
received and we would encourage 
anyone who hasn’t yet shared their 
opinion to do so before the end of 
the consultation. 

“Residents had a number of 
questions about why we were sug¬ 
gesting the combination of the 
two stations and we felt shooting 
a video would be a clear and eas¬ 
ily understandable way in which to 
answer these. We hope people will 
watch it and will understand our 
reasoning.” 

Firefighters at Swaffham Bulbeck 


station have previously expressed 
fears the merge may lead to them 
losing their jobs. 

The public consultation, which 
started on May 7 and finishes on 
July 2, follows a decision by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough Fire 
Authority in February to combine 
Burwell and Swaffham Bulbeck 
fire stations to create a larger, pur¬ 
pose built fire station with a state- 
of-the-art training facility, parking 
and community amenities on land 


next to the current Burwell site. 

Once the consultation has ended 
results will be collated and evalu¬ 
ated before being presented to the 
Fire Authority at its meeting in Oc¬ 
tober for a final decision. 

If approved, building work could 
start by the end of this year.

One resident Judi said: “Since 
the street lights were upgraded in 
the village, after 10pm each night 
the lights in the Newnham Lane/ 
Leys area dim to such an extent

that they provide little to no light 
for pedestrians. 

“When we have enquired about 
this we were informed that they 
are no different to other lights in 
the area.” 

Lesley Reader, clerk for Burwell 
Parish Council, said there were 
certain “dark spots” in the village 
which people might not like to 
walk down at night. 

She said: “We have certainly 


raised this issue. There are clearly 
areas in the village in which peo¬ 
ple don't feel the best solution has 
been carried out because we have 
got some dark spots but I don’t 
think whatever we do we will be 
able to bring the lights back. 

“With the dimming at 10pm 
I think there are certain areas 
where it won’t work but that is my 
personal opinion.”

The matter has been raised 
with Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which said the situation 
was being resolved. 

Daniel Sage, who works on 
street lighting at the county coun¬ 
cil, said: “I have investigated this 
with our contractors Balfour Be¬ 
atty and it does appear that there 
is an issue with the dimming of 
these particular lights. 

“Balfour Beatty will be looking 
at getting this resolved as soon as 
possible.”

‘I’m not a 
novelist yet 
but maybe 
one day’ 

Reluctant novelist Madeleine Reiss is about to launch her debut title, 
Someone to Watch Over Me. LOUISE MARTIN meets the author to hear her 
reservations about writing the book and how her triumph on completion was 
halted when she was diagnosed with breast cancer. 


A UTHOR Madeleine Reiss didn’t 
actually want to write her debut 
novel. A journalist for 15 years, 
Madeleine admits she was coerced into 
writing it by her mother, and that it wasn’t 
an entirely pleasant experience. 

“I just think there are an awful lot 
of books in the world already,” smiles 
Madeleine, 51. “And writing a book is really 
hard; most mornings when I was writing I 
just felt crippling fear.” 

The novel, Someone to Watch Over Me, 
launches this month - and is the result of a 
competition her mum spotted on The Alan 
Titchmarsh Show. 

On the programme, author Cathy 
Kelly was telling viewers about the 
People’s Novelist Competition. To enter, 
contestants were asked to send in three 
chapters of their story idea and the winner 
would land an advance of £10,000 and a 
publishing deal with HarperCollins. “My 
mum literally rang me every week to nag 
me about it,” recalls the mum-of-two. “I 
had an idea and it was kind of sketchy, 
but I thought I might be able to get three 
chapters. You enter these things and you 
don’t in a million years think you’re going 


to win, you just don’t, you don’t even look 
at the small print, you just do it because 
your mother tells you to.” 

Born in Athens, Madeleine moved to 
Cambridge when she was 11 and is from a 
literary family. Her father is the late Booker 
Prize winner Barry Unsworth and her two 
sisters are also writers: Tania’s children’s 
book is due to be published in lanuary 
2014, while Thomasina, who is a drama 
teacher, has published a textbook. 

An experienced writer, Madeline’s years’ 
as a journalist for women’s magazines and 
newspapers meant she had written about 
a range of subjects from hair removal and 
ways to pep up your sex life, to divorce 
and bereavement, but she had never 
attempted a book. But with her mum’s 
persistence, Madeleine completed the 
three chapters in time for the May 2011 
deadline. 

In the following months, her entry was 
long-listed and then shortlisted from more 
than 1,000 entries and, in November of 
that year, she was invited on to the show to 
read an extract. “I was in a state of nervous 
tension,” remembers Madeleine, “but then 
I won! The set was all rigged out to look 
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like a fake library so there I was sitting 
on a huge polystyrene book, with my 
legs dangling over the side like a hefty elf 
in a workshop. 

“It was a very surreal experience as 
golden rain came down from the ceiling 
and there was Jeffrey Archer, Penny 
Smith and Cathy Kelly all saying nice 
things about the book.” 

Set in Cambridge, Ely and Norfolk, 
Someone to Watch Over Me tells the story 
of a little boy called Charlie who goes 
missing from a Norfolk beach and the 
effect that loss has on his parents. “It’s 
kind of a love story and it’s got thriller 
elements, but it’s really about loss and 
bereavement and whether or not we can 
ever really come to terms with things like 
the loss of a child,” says Madeleine. 

Tragically, the themes are something 
the author has had to deal with in her 
own life as her first husband, John, died 
of a brain tumour when he was 29, and 
their son, Felix, was almost 4. 

Madeleine is certain this harrowing 
time in her life has shaped her writing. 

“I talk as if I know what I’m saying about 
writing but I’ve only written one novel, 
so I’m not an expert, but I think you use 
stuff that you’ve experienced but not 
necessarily in the same way. 

“Although what happens to this 
mother isn’t what happened to me I 
could identify with the sense of loss and 
bereavement that I experienced when 
my husband died. 

“Good things and bad things happen 
to people - you don’t want the bad 
things, but they become a part of you 
and a part of how you go on in life.” 

After winning the competition, 
Madeleine set to work completing the 
novel and says the writing process was 
far harder than she ever imagined. At 
the time she was working as a media 
and communications manager for local 
homeless charity Emmaus, so would 
write in the evenings and weekends. 

“I had to be really disciplined and 
that was quite hard as everybody knows 
writers waste a lot of time cleaning the 
kitchen floor, looking out the window 
and reading other people’s work. 

“And it was scary. I was always 
thinking ‘Can I do this? Who am I trying 
to kid? This is rubbish’. But then there 
were the occasional lovely bits when 
three hours would pass by unnoticed.” 

Madeleine finished her novel early last 
year and, despite her reservations, was 
immensely proud of her achievement. 
But while she was still enjoying her high, 
and her thoughts had turned to book 
number two, Madeleine’s triumph ended 
when she experienced a series of life¬ 
changing events. 

“Three really awful things happened,” 
says Madeleine. “My father died in June, 
shortly after that I was made redundant 
and then in the November I got breast 
cancer. 

“So it was three things one after the 
other, and because it was following on 
from winning a competition it kind 
of felt like ‘Oh right, you’ve been so 
pleased with yourself for winning this 
competition and now we’re going to 
chuck everything at you’.” 

Madeleine’s cancer was discovered at 
a routine mammogram. Instead of being 


contacted for her first mammogram at 
50 like most women, Madeleine was 
actually 51 and believes this one year 
difference may have saved her life. 

“I feel I was extraordinarily lucky as it 
was spotted very early,” says Madeleine. 
“It was very small and no-one could feel 
it. If I’d had the mammogram at 50 the 
chances are it would have been too small 
to see; then there would have been a 
three-year gap before the next one and it 
may have been too late.” 

Surprisingly, the talented writer 
describes the feeling of being told she 
had cancer as similar to how she felt 
when she won the competition. 

“It was a kind of blur of noise and 
information and it was the same in the 
sense of the unreality and disbelief, but 
the competition was followed on very 
closely with joy, and this was followed on 
with anxiety: ‘How bad is it?’ and ‘Am I 
going to die?”’ 

Madeleine had begun book two when 
she was diagnosed but admits it was 
difficult to continue writing. “I carried 
on for a bit but really I didn’t do very 
much writing for three months during 
the period of diagnosis and all the 
results,” she says. “Waiting for the results 
was the worst bit as anyone who has 
been through it will tell you as you’re just 
waiting to hear how bad it is.” 

Madeleine underwent a double 
lumpectomy just before Christmas last 
year and in January endured three weeks 
of radiotherapy. “You feel exposed and 
you feel vulnerable but you cope, you 
just do,” she says. “I can’t stress enough 
how important it is for women to go and 
have a mammogram. I’m a real poster 
girl for them. It is undignified and it’s 
scary, but it’s worth it.” 

Madeleine will now have a 
mammogram every year - an experience 
she knows will always be a challenge. “I 
expect it will be a scary experience every 
year but I’m being looked after - some 
people may have it and they don’t know.” 

Six months since diagnosis, Madeleine 
says she is now feeling better and has 
completed the first draft of her second 
book. 

“That one was even harder to 
write than the first,” she laughs. “It’s a 
completely new story and there’s more 
death and grimness.” 

Someone to Watch Over Me is 
dedicated to her husband, David, sons 
Felix and Jack, and her dad, who lost his 
battle with lung cancer a month before 
the novel was finished. 

The prize-winning author’s titles line 
the shelves in Madeleine’s Cambridge 
home and she has found comfort in 
her dad knowing she had won the 
competition before he died. 

“He lived in Italy and the last time I 
saw him he came to Cambridge and I 
took a picture of him holding my award, 
looking really proud,” she says. 

Madeleine says she still doesn’t feel 
like a novelist yet but is pleased her 
mum encouraged her to enter the 
competition. 

“I think you have to have at least 
three under your belt before you can call 
yourself a real novelist,” she laughs. 

“If I sell another one then perhaps I’ll 
start to think ‘Just maybe I can do this’.”

New police cadet

YOUNG people can become 
“more confident and principled 
adults” by taking part in a new 
police cadet scheme, according 
to Suffolk’s crime tsar. 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Passmore 
has pledged £15,000 to extend 
the scheme across the county, 
including Forest Heath and 
Haverhill. 

Mr Passmore said: “I have 
seen first-hand the positive im¬ 
pact that being a cadet has had 
on young people involved in 
existing units and I was anxious 
to get this rolled out across the 
county as soon as possible. 

“The Cadet motto ‘it's not 
where you’ve come from; it’s 
where you’re going that counts' 
perfectly encapsulates the aim 
of the organisation, which is 
to help young people become 
good citizens. All too often 
young people make a wrong 
choice as a teenager and this 
limits their choices in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Cadets are aged 13-17 and 
they meet weekly, including 


during school holidays. They 
take part in a variety of activi¬ 
ties, similar to scouts and army 
cadets and they also support the 
constabulary at public events. 

There are four cadet units 
based in Bury St Edmunds, Ip¬ 
swich, Lowestoft and Martle- 
sham and the five new schemes 
will be rolled out from March 
2014 to April 2015.

Mr Passmore said: “By show¬

What appealed to you about the part of Mari? 

Oh my goodness. Well, I think it's one of the best 
parts written for women. It's truly incredible, I think 
there's only six pages I'm not on stage and those are 
rapid costume changes. And she's funny, she's tragic, 
she's full of love, she wants love, she's a grieving 
widow, she is a loving mother that doesn't know how 
to show it - it's just everything! 

Has it been a challenging role? 

It is a challenging part because, as I say, it's just so 
busy and so full-on because she is the juggernaut that 
drives the play. It's a big departure; she's nothing like 
me, but I know her so well now I can empathise with 
her. I love her. 

Why should people come and see the show? 

[Writer and director] Jim Cartwright has made the 
whole evening so special. They're not just watching 
a play, they are involved from the second they walk 
into the auditorium. They are just entertained from 
the second they walk through the door and it's a really 
unusual experience. 

What is it like working alongside Ray Quinn 
(Billy) and Jess Robinson (Little Voice)? 

We have a ball, an absolute ball, and of course when 
we get to Cambridge it's the last week. So it will be 
party time! 

Will you miss it once the show ends? 

Most definitely, I will miss Mari Hoff, I will, but I 
will be working with Jim Cartwright once again on 
something else but I can't tell you what yet. But to do 
one of his works is amazing, it's just been an absolute 
joy. 

Is it true you are set to return to Coronation Street this 
year? (Beverley has played feisty barmaid Liz McDonald 
on and off for more than 20 years) 

It is, yes it is. I left a couple of years ago to go back 
on stage again because I think it's important for an 
actor to do both and I'd not been on stage for 10 
years. I will have played Little Voice for 32 weeks, 


which is a long time on tour, then Coronation Street 
got a new producer [Stuart Blackburn], who I worked 
with and adore. I've worked with him for 10 years; he 
said to me on day two in the job that he wanted to 
bring Liz back. I love playing Liz so I'm really looking 
forward to working in front of the camera again, 
and the intimacy of camera, but I'll miss having a live 
audience, that's for sure. 

What are you most proud of career-wise? 

Each job you do brings new challenges. I loved 
creating Liz and creating that iconic character, but 
then playing Mari Hoff, who is totally different but 
still another iconic character, so it's been amazing. So 
few plays have great parts for women. You look at any 
Shakespeare play they'll have 12 men and two women. 
Writers need to write more for women.

NOW that Christopher Nolan has 
completed his Dark Knight trilogy 
he puts on his producer's hat for 
the latest reboot of the Superman 
franchise which traces the rise of 
the spandex-clad superhero from 
birth. 

When planet Krypton faces 
destruction, Jor-El (Russell 
Crowe) sends his son to Earth in 
the hope that the child will be 
spared. 

The infant is adopted and raised 
by farmers Jonathan and Martha 
Kent (Kevin Costner and Diane 
Lane), who name the boy Clark 
and raise him as their own flesh 
and blood. 

From an early age Clark (played 
by Cooper Timberline and Dylan 
Sprayberry) realises he is different 
from the other children in 
Smallville, Kansas, and when the 


school bus is involved in a terrible 
accident he uses his untapped 
powers to save his classmates. 

Jonathan and Martha are 
worried that friends and 
neighbours will shun Clark if they 
knew who and what he really is, 
so the boy keeps his Kryptonian 
lineage a secret. But searching 
for his place in a cruel and 
unforgiving world, he embarks 
on a journey of self-discovery, 
tracked by plucky reporter Lois 
Lane (Amy Adams). 

The arrival on Earth of war¬ 
mongering Kryptonian General 
Zod (Michael Shannon) forces 
Clark to reveal his heroic alter 
ego but, just as Jonathan and 
Martha feared, men in power are 
terrified by his abilities and view 
him as the enemy rather than 
mankind's potential saviour.

Colours 

are clues 



ARE you a person who goes for hot reds and acid 
yellows or do you prefer a softer palette of pinks, 
creams and soft blues? 

The colours you choose for your garden can 
affect how you feel - and it seems gardeners must 
be getting it right, as new research from BBC 
Gardeners' World magazine 
shows that gardeners generally 
are a happier bunch than non¬ 
gardeners. 

Colour psychologist 
Angela Wright, author of 
The Beginner's Guide To 
Colour Psychology (Kyle 
Cathie, £12.99), reports: 

"Different colours affect 
us in different ways. Red is 
physically stimulating. It raises 
our pulse rate and makes us 
over-estimate the temperature 
around us, as well as the 
speed at which time is passing - one reason why 
red is such a predominant colour in fast-food 
restaurants." 

She adds that what defines whether a colour 
such as blue is calming or stimulating is the 
saturation of colour. Strong, bright blues stimulate, 
while pale blues soothe. 

Yellow is a positive colour that lifts our spirits 


and promotes great optimism. 

"The right yellow makes us feel happy and is the 
most brilliant of the primary hues, because it's full 
of light energy," says Wright. 

Green helps to restore us, while the other two 
main colours in the colour wheel have qualities of 
their adjacent primary colours 
- orange bringing together the 
warmth of red and the optimism 
of yellow, while mauve is 
unusual in that it combines the 
fieriness of red and the coolness 
of blue. 

The survey shows that that 
64% of people like cool flower 
colours while 36% prefer hot 
colours. 

Wright believes it's possible to 
work out your preferred palette 
by analysing your personality. 
Those who are cool and calm 
by nature, who prefer understated elegance and 
have a natural gift for keeping things in proportion, 
are more likely to favour a garden palette of soft 
pinks, mauves, purples and pale blues. 

People with intense energy, with a bossy nature 
and natural driving force, are more likely to go for 
rich golds, reds, oranges and warm purples, while 
creative and energetic types, who love perfection 


and whose energy is contained, should favour 
white, tints of pale blue and green with occasional 
rich dark contrasts. 

And those who are in their element in the 
garden, trying to bring the outdoors indoors with 
many indoor plants, are more likely to have an 
unfussy design of garden, with bright single blooms 
and simple mid-tone colours of sky blue, yellow 
and bright green. 


"We are all born with a natural instinct for 
colour. Don't over-think it - follow your instincts," 
Wright advises. 

The full findings of the survey on happiness 
will be revealed in a special theatre session at 
Gardeners' World Live at the NEC, Birmingham 
on Saturday.

Cauthen, speaking from his home in 
Kentucky, gave a glowing tribute to the 
man with whom he had so much success. 

“It’s a sad day for racing,” said Cau¬ 
then. “Henry and I had a great time back 
in the mid-to-late eighties. 

“In the first year I was there we won 
four Classics together, so it was a great 
time and he had a great team there and it 
was just great to be part of it. 

“He really was a genius and I think one 
of the biggest things was his attention to 
detail. 

“He just had a knack for knowing when 
horses were ready to take on the big rac¬ 
es, when to back them off and where to 
place his horses as well. 


“Obviously, he had a lot of great horses, 
but he knew what to do with them and it 
was a fun place to be and work. 

“We had a fondness for each other 
which was personal and professional, 
but I felt grateful to work for him. 

“I think appreciated his staff and he 
appreciated the owners that supported 
him and he was grateful for the good 
horses he had in his career. 

“He worked hard to make sure he did 
the best job with them that he could, but 
he had a great mind and it was like child’s 
play for him.” 

Cauthen was pleased that his former 
boss, who had a long battle with stom¬ 
ach cancer, was able to enjoy so much 
success of late with Frankel, who won 14 
races out of 14. 

“I know he’d been ill for some time and 
when I saw the interviews of him when 
Frankel was winning everything he didn’t 
look good, but I also knew he wouldn’t 
give up. 

“Cancer is hard for anyone to over¬ 
come, and it’s hard to imagine he 
achieved what he did in the last year, but 
it showed he rode it out to the end and 
finished strong.”
